Earlier, Charles Redman, a State 
Department spokesman, said that 
Sovier officials had given assurances 
Yurchenko would not try to leave 
the country before the interview. 

Redman said it appeared that 
Yurchenko's decision to go to the 
Soviet Embassy Monday after three 
months of talking to U.S. intelli- 
gence officials “was a personal deci- 
sion and we will attempt to confirm 
that at a meeting with him .” 

Yurchenko stunned Washington 
by telfihg reporters Monday at a 
news t conference at the Soviet 
Embassy that be is a victim of “state- 
sponsored terrorism.” He claimed 
be was grabbed off the street of 
Rome three months ago, drugged 
and brought unconscious to the 


U.S., where CIA officials offered to 
make him a millionaire. 

Those U.S. officials who would 
speak called that story “baloney.” 
The State Department said Yur- 
chenko is a spy who voluntarily came 
to the West, defecting at the U.S. 
Embassy In Rome in late August. 

Some speculated be simply 
changed his mind or got homesick, 
others wondered if he had been sent 
all along as a double agent to embar- 
rass the U.S. 

There the matter will not rest. 
Yurchenko is ensconsed in the 
Soviet compound. “At the moment , 
my only wish is to return as soon as 
possible to my country, my fondly, 
my kin and my friends,” he said. 

Redman said yesterday the pend- 
ing interview would take place in a 
non- coercive atmosphere but that 
Soviet officials would be permitted 
to be present. 

At the White House, spokesman 
Larry Speak es said Yurchenko's di- 
plomatic passport does not prevent 
the U.S. from insisting that he not 
leave the country before he is inter- 
viewed.

OFRA. - The leaders of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip settlers said 
yesterday that a governmental deci- 
sion to cede even part of Israel’s 
“sovereignty" over the administered 
territories would be illegal “and 
ought not to be obeyed.'* 

While they did not advocate any 
active rebellion such as taking up 
arms, they did say they would treat 
any regime which cedes sovereignty 
as French leader Charles de Gaulle 
had treated Marshall Petain who had 
collaborated with Nazi Germany. 

The statement was made against 
the background of some grass-roots 
support for active resistance and 
some calls for tougher action to 
preempt any concessions Israel 
might take in peace talks with Jor- 
dan. 


These sentiments were highlight- 
ed several days ago in an article in 
Alef Yud, a periodica] published in 
Ariel, in which writer M. Ben- 
Yisrael said people ought to prepare 
themselves mentally to resist - even 
to the point of raising arms - against 
their brethren. Settler leaders con- 
firmed that the views expressed 
sentiments voiced in the area, 
though they dissociated the lead- 
ership from them. 

Ben-Yisrael tried to back down 
yesterday. In a letter to newspaper 
editors, he said he had been quoted 
out of context and that he was mere- 
ly describing a situation that might 
arise. He insisted he was not advo- 
cating rebellion or the use of arms. 

The questionof what to do in face 
of the anticipated peace negotiations 
was discussed at a meeting here. 


which ended early yesterday morn- 
ing. The meeting was closed to re- 
porters, as was a previous meeting in 
Efrat. 

Following the late night debate 
here, the Council of Jewish Settlers 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza issued a 
long statement saying that ceding 
even partial sovereignity over Jeru- 
salem, Judea, Samaria', Gaza and 
the Golan would be “an illegal act 
and ought not to be obeyed."

Rabin orders ‘AlefYud’ investigation

Defence Minister Rabin said 
yesterday that he had issued orders 
for a probe in to the affair of the -West 
Bank publication which, according 
to several Knesset members, called 
on the settleis to prepare for civil 
war, should the government decide 
to gjve up parts of Judea and Samar- 
ia. 

Rabin was replying in the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee to a query from Alignment 
MK Rabbi Menahem Hacohen who 
wanted the committee to discuss the 
evidence of incitement to insurrec- 
tion, revealed in an article in the 
latest issue of Alef Yud , (Eretz 
Israel). 

The Attorney-General will in- 


vestigate the article, Israel Radio 
reported last night, following a re- 
quest by the legal adviser of the 
Defence Ministry . 

The author of the article, using the 
pseudonym M. Ben-Yisrael, yester- 
day denied his piece was a call to 
insurrection. 

The writer, whose article called on 
the settlers “to prepare to take up 
arms and fight brother against 
brother," said “the article contains 
absolutely no call to rebellion or civil 
war... The spirit of the article is that 
of preventing bloodshed, not the 
contrary.” 

In the Knesset, Hacohen’s con- 
cern was echoed by Yosef Sarid 
(CRM) who said that those responsi- 
ble for such incitement should be 
banished from the West Bank; that 


the settlers should be disarmed; and 
that the involvement of the General 
Security Services (Shin Bet) among 
the settleis would be increased, to 
ensure that any trouble of a subver- 
sive nature could be nipped in the 
bud. 

Rabin said he would take whatev- 
er action might be necessary over the 
article in the periodical on the basis 
of the facts and the reasoned opin- 
ions to be submitted to him. 

“All those who violate the law will 
be dealt with according to the law,” 
he said. “If there was also any threat 
to take up arms against the IDF, the 
matter would be all the more se- 
rious,” he warned.

CAIRO (Reuter). - President 
Mubarak and PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat held four hours of talks 
yesterday described by a senior 
Egyptian official afterwards as 
“positive and constructive.” 

Presidential adviseT Osama al-Baz 
said the talks were fruitful and that 
both men were satisfied with the 
outcome. Earlier Al-Baz told the 
pro-government newspaper Al- 
Gomhouria. that Mubarak would 
strongly advise Arafat to take action 
against terrorist operations outside 
of Israeli-occupied land. 

“Egypt will advise the PLO to 
differentiate between the legitimate 
right of the Palestinian people living 
under Israeli rule to resist occupa- 
tion and Palestinian terrorist opera- 
tions committed abroad." he said. 

He said terrorist operations, like 
the hijacking of the Italian cruise 
liner Achille Laura by four Palesti- 
nian terrorists last month, harmed 
peace efforts and hurt the PLO's 
image as a negotiating partner. 

Al-Baz would not reveal topics 
discussed yesterday and said the 
rail;* would resume tomorrow. 

Arafat, who flew in last night on a 
three-day visit, his first since he was 
forced out of Lebanon in December 
1982, arrived for the discussions 
yesterday at Kubbah presidential 
palace grim -faced, but flashed a 
broad smile when he emerged with 
Mubarak two hours later. 

Neither would make any state- 
ment to reporters. 

Mubarak bad foiled to greet Ara- 
fat on his arrival at the palace, 
apparently an expression of his dis- 
pleasure over recent anti-Egyptian 
statements by some PLO officials. 


Rabin: Syria 
fears Hussein 
going it alone

Defence Minister Rabin said 
yesterday that Syria has a two-fold 
interest in preventing Jordan from 
entering the Middle East peace pro- 
cess on a separate basis. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, be 
said Syria was aiming for a compre- 
hensive arrangement in the region 
according to its own lights. 

“Syria today is worried about the 
possibility of King Hussein going it 
alone, jnst as in the past it was 
worried about the late Egyptian 
president Anwar Sadat going it 
alone," he said. 

Rabin said that Syria “loathes" 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat and 
rejected the February 1985 Amman 
agreement concluded between Hus- 
sein and Arafat. 

The minister suggested that Israel 
and Jordan might be able to make a 
trade-off on procedural issues, and 
this appeared to be the thrust of 
Prime Minister Peres’s peace initia- 
tive. “If the king drops the PLO then 
Israel might well agree to the princi- 
ple of international accompani- 
ment,” Rabin said. 


Hussein see^

LUXEMBOURG. - King Hus- 
sein of Jordan yesterday outlined 
tbe four stages of a plan leading 
to direct talks with Israel that he 
described as “the last chance" 
for peace in the Middle East. 

Luxembourg's foreign minis- 
ter Jacques Poos, who described 
the plan to reporters after meet- 
ing the king, said it deserved tbe 
support of the European Com- 
munity (EC). 

The first stage of the Hussein plan. 
Poos said, would be a meeting be- 
tween a Jordanian delegation and 
U.S. representatives. This would be 
followed by explicit recognition of 
Israel by the PLO. 

In the third stage, a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation would meet 
U.S. negotiators, within the 
framework of an international con- 


ference greupuiv •. .• permanent 
members of the UN jt-curily Council 
and all parties to the conflict. 

The conference would clear the 
way Lo direct peace talks and a final 
settlement. Poos quoted (he king as 
saying. 

Poos said the plan did not envisage 
formal U.S. recognition of the PLO. 
although there would be de facto 
recognition if both parties attended 
the international conference. 

While saying the plan deserved 
EC support, he added that he had 
stressed to Hussein that the PLO 
must renounce violence and declare 
its willingness to pursue a peaceful 
solution. 

Poos said he had replied positively 
when asked if the EC would accept a 
meeting with a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation under the 
February 1 1 accord between Jordan

The threat by the 353-man Likud 
faction to boycott tbe opening be- 
cause the Histadrut leadership foiled 
to invite Vice-Prime Minister Sha- 
mir to address the convention did 
not materialize. It was decided dar- 
ing a meeting between Kessar and 
Likud faction chairman MKYa’acov 
Sham at yesterday afternoon that 
Labour Minister Moshe Katsav, un- 
like Shamir a member of the Histad- 
rut, would address the convention 
today. Prime Minister Peres also will 
deliver an address today. 

However, the Likudmembers did 
stage a demonstration walkout dur- 


ing tbe singing of the labour hymn, 
the Internationale. 

Kessar's speech was a mixture of 
old-time rhetoric and proposals for 
change. While reaffirming the His- 
tadrut’s dedication to uplifting the 
lot of workers, announced his inten- 
tion to streamline the “overly 
bureaucratic” labour federation. 

He listed 10 principles that would 
guide the Histadrnt in the future, 
among them the struggle against 
unemployment, the equality of so- 
cial and political opportunity and 
“an umcompromising struggle 
against racism and radicalism in our 
ranks.” 

. Herzog praised the “ responsibil- 
ity" of the Histadrut during the pre- 
sent economic crisis and hailed the 


“new era" heralded by the election 
of Kessar as secretary-general one 
and a half years ago. “I would not 
like to think what might have hap- 
pened in recent days if we had a 
different Histadrnt,” he said. 

The president listed six goals 
which, he said, should guide the 
Histadrut in the future: economic 
growth, professional education, 
worker- participation in manage- 
ment, improved productivity, equal- 
ity and the struggle against the ene- 
mies of democracy. 

Jerusalem Mayor Kollek and 
Jerusalem Labour Council chairman 
Nissan Harpaz called on Kessar to 
move the Histadrut headquarters to 
Jerusalem.

Speaking to Che Knesset 
Finance Committee, they were re- 
sponding to charges from the Manu- 
facturers Association and the LInion 
of Chambers of Commerce that the 
high level of inrerest rotes charged 
by the commercial banks was liable 
to bring about widespread bankrupt- 
cies, and that the Bank of Israel 
could act to relieve this state of 
affairs. 

Moda'i noted that there were 
many companies in trouble for 
reasons that had little to do with the 
cost of money, such as poor manage- 
ment, and that the government 
would have to decide whom to assist. 
Cutting interest rates, he added, 
would cause credit to expand and 
increase demand. Increased de- 
mand. in turn, would lead to infla- 
tion returning to its old levels. 

The real solution, he said, was to 
cut public expenditure so as to re- 
duce the excess demand. But such a 
reduction in the government’s 
budget was "as hard as crossing the 
Red Sea." and could only be done by 
forcing the public to pay for services 
they receive. 


In this connection, Moda'i re- 
vealed that he has received a propos- 
al to institute graduated tuition fees 
for high-school education. 

Mandelbaum told the committee 
that the central bank would seek to 
lower borrowing costs by pressuring 
the banks to lower their commissions 
and other charges exacted for grant- 
ing credit. These now constituted 40 
per cent of the total cost of credit to 
their customers. 

The governor said the tighr 
monetary policy implemented by the 
Bank of Israel in recent months bad 
prevented the economy from being 
flooded with shekels, despite the 
freezing of the exchange rate. But, 
he warned, the achievements of the 
government's policy had not eradi- 
cated the threat of renewed inflation 
stemming from a monetary explo- 
sion- Only the maintenance of a tight 
monetary policy, coupled with 
budget cuts could achieve the aim of 
long-term stability in the economy. 

Mandelbaum claimed that the 
average rate of interest on all the 
forms of credit available in the eco- 
nomy was now 4 per cent monthly. 
The Bank of Israel intended to con- 
tinue bringing the cost of money 
down, to tne level of 1-2 per cent 
above the rate of monthly inflation, 
but only in conjunction with govern- 
ment spending slashes and without 
causing credit demand to surge he 
said.

Jerusalem Post SlafT 
TEL AVIV. - The commander of 
the South Lebanon Army. Aiitione 
Lahad. said yesterday that he hoped 
ail Israeli units, apart from logistics 
support, would be out of the security 
zone in the near future. 

Stressing that relations with Israel 
are good. Lahad said the SLA in- 
tended to manage on its own. Israel 
still has hundreds of agents and 
advisers in the security belt following 
the withdrawal of the bulk of its 
troops in June. 

Lahad told a press conference 
here that “we have evidence that 90 
per cent of the terrorist actions car- 
ried out in the security zone - or the 


attempts, to be more precise, be- 
cause most of the actions fail - are 
organized and directed by the Sy- 
rians.” 

He said his troops this week killed 
an Egyptian and a Syrian intelli- 
gence" officer who operated in the 
area before the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon in 1982. The two were part 
of a group of three who used a 
donkey laden with explosives in a 
suicide bombing attempt, he said. 
IDF sources denied that an Egyptian 
and a Syrian were involved.

I Milo: Peres weakened struggle to free Soviet Jews 
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Petah Tikva man, 57, held for killing wife

Deputy Foreign Minister Ronnie 
Milo said yesterday that the prime 
minister harmed the cause of Soviet 
Jewry when, he announced, after his 
meeting with' French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand last month, that Air 

France was prepared to airlift Jews 
directly from Moscow to Israel. 

Speaking in a Knesset debate on 
Soviet Jewry. Milo said that the 
statement by Prime Minister Peres 
weakened the struggle to free the 
Soviet Jews and served the spate of 
rumours spread by Moscow about an 
alleged liberalization of its stand on 
Jewish emigration. 

Absorption Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur. who spoke immediately after 
Milo, warned the Likud not to turn 
"a fateful, national question on 
which there is agreement, and 


which there is none dearer to the 
future of Israel and the Jewish peo- 
ple,, into a partisan bone of conten- 
tion." 

Milo and Tsur were in agreement 
that there has not yet been any sign 
of a change in Soviet policy, 
although the Soviet leaders were 
trying to give the impression that a 
change has la ken place. 

Tsur detected an attempt by the 
Soviet authorities in the last few 
weeks “to create an atmosphere of 
change without the reality of 
change." 

He said it was important to dis- 
tinguish between the hope of a 
change in Soviet policy and the effort 
to bring it about by political pressure 
on the one hand, and by the spread- 
ing of false rumours that weaken the 
struggle on the other. 


The debate was opened by Aliya 
and Absorption Committee chair- 
man Miriam Glazer-Ta’asa (Likud- 
Herut), who initiated it some 
months ago in a motion for the 
agenda. 

She said that despite the denial 
issued by the Prime Minister's office, 
there does seem to be truth in the 
report, that "someone" had prom- 
ised the Soviet Union that if it 
opened the gates to Jews who wished 
to leave, Israel would return to Syria 
the Golan Heights. 

Even worse. Glazer said, the 
Prime Minister's office had issued 
explicit instructions to restrain the 
struggle for Soviet Jewry and to 
maintain a low profile. 

She charged the government with 
having caused the cancellation of a 
demonstration planned by Jewish 


organizations during the Mitterrand- 
Gorbachev talks in Paris in early 
October. 

She declared that there must be no 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
. between the two countries unless the 
Soviet Jews were permitted to emi- 
grate. 

Milo disputed these points with his 
Herut colleague. He said that there 
had been no conspiracy of silence, 
and denied that the government had 
intervened in the planned Paris de- 
monstration. 

Victor Shemtov (Mapam) said 
thac if the government hopes for a 
change in Soviet policy, it should 
stop “certain ministers" from proc- 
laiming Israel as the “spearhead 
against theSoviet Union, and should 
not cooperate in the U.S. Star Wars 
programme.

U.S. Reform movement 
votes support for day schools 


LOS ANGELES (JTA). - The Un- 
ion of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions endorsed the principle of Re- 
form Jewish day schools yesterday as 
a “valid educational option" while 
rejecting public funds for the sup- 
port of private education. ' 

Bv a two-to-one margin , delegates 
to rhe UAHC's 58th biennial con- 
vention voted to develop “curricula 
and materials for full-time Reform 
Jewish schools." and to prepare 
training programmes for teachers 
und administrators. 

The 3.000 delegates also voted to 
provide guidance and counsel to 
those congregations and communi- 
ties thar are considering the estab- 
lishment of such schools. 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, presi- 
dent of UAHC. hailed the resolu- 
tion, declaring: “The vote moves our 
religious community toward a future 
of greater self-reliance. It gives us a 
way to harvest the fruits of our 
deepening commitment to Judaism 


without betraying our universalist 
concerns." 

A similar resolution had been de- 
feated twice. The Reform move- 
ment has been a strong advocate .of 
public education, and the cause of 
public schools was defended in. the 
resolution, whichsaid in part: 

“The UAHC reaffirms its com- 
mitment to the principles of public 
education and calls upon our con- 
gregations and our commission on 
social action to develop programmes 
aimed at encouraging our congre- 
gants to involve themselves actively 
and directly in efforts to strengthen 
their local public school systems.” 

The resolution said that while the 
significant majority of Jewish chil- 
dren will continue to be educated in 
the public schools and Jewish sup- 
plementary schools, there are many 
Reform Jewish families today who, 
for a variety of reasons, desire the 
option of liberal Jewish day schools.

‘Mengele’s body 5 may be 
that of his brother

BONN. - An investigation may soon 
be requested to find out whether the 
corpse found earlier this year in 
Brazil and described as that of Nazi 
criminal Josef Mengele, is not that of 
Mengele's younger brother, Alois. 

Vera Kriegel of Dimona, now on a 
visit to Germany as a representative' 
of Candles, the “Mengele twins” 
organization, said yesterday in Bonn 
that some of the results of the ex- 
amination of the Brazilian corpse did 
not correspond with known details 
of Mengele's accidents and ailments. 
The corpse's structure was however, 
similar to that of the criminal, she 
added. Also, the corpse was of a man 
estimated to have been 53, whereas 
Mengele was 67 in 1979. Therefore, 
the corpse will be examined to see 
whether it is not that of Alois 
Mengele. who died 10 years ago. 

From what Kriegel and the second 


delegation member, Efraim 
Reichenberg said, it seems possible 
that among the instances in which 
Mengele has been reported alive 
after 1979 there is one report of his 
having been seen in eastern Europe. 
Kriegel and Reichenberg declined, 
however, to comment on the trust- 
worthiness of the evidence on that 
point or to name the country con- 
cerned. 

In a meeting with the two Mengele 
victims, German state prosecution 
officials said that the Mengele file is 
still open in Germany, Kriegel said, 
adding that the Israel Police are 
convinced that Mengele is still alive. 

Kriegel told journalists she and 
two other members would travel 
tomorrow to the home of Mengele’s 
son. Rolf, in Freiburg m southern 
Germany, to invite him to attend a 
mock inquest in Terre Haute, Indi- 
ana, on November 14 to 16.

and the PLO on a joint approach to 
Middle East peace. 

In a speech earlier to the Luxem- 
bourg parliamant, Hussein blamed 
the U.S. and Israel for undermining 
his efforts to stage an international 
Middle East peace conference under 
UN auspices. 

As long as these two countries do 
not recognize the PLO as “the legiti- 
mate representative” of the Palesti- 
nians there will be no peace in the 
Middle East, Hussein said. 

“Little can be achieved.. .if the 
U.S. shirks its responsibility as a 
superpower and as a champion of 
human rights, freedom and the right 
to self-determination,” Hussein said 
in- the 25-minute address. 

He blamed “extremism on both 
sides of the conflict" on Israel's use 
of military superiority and occupa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, in an Italian newspap- 
er interview published yesterday, 
Hussein said he might turn to the 
Soviet Union if the U.S. turned 
down a request for arms. 


The king, interviewed in Amman 
by the influential daily Corriere De- 
lia Sera, referred to a move by the 
U.S. Congress to postpone until next 
March a decision on Jordan's long- 
standing request for arms worth ab- 
out 52 billion. 

“Certainly, if the door was shut in 
our face we would be ready to look 
elsewhere because we... wish to de- 
fend ourselves against any threat,” 
Hussein said. 

Asked whether Jordan might turn 
to the Soviet Union, he replied: 
“Yes, it could be the Soviet Union, 
but we can also consider other part- 
ners.” (Reuter, AP)

Inspector General 'David Kraus 
yesterday paid a personal visit to a 
protest rally outskfe t^-Kne^e 1 and 
made it clear that life is in sympathy 
with the demonstrators* demands.

As Kraus was visiting ihe demon- 
strating wives. who had to be res- 
trai nt^ by j»h'eemen - in some cases 
friends of the family - his spokesman 
was preparing- a sharp retort to a 
Treasury, leak that had described as 
■‘ejraggerated" reports of policemen 
seeking National Insurance Institute 
iud to supplement their salaries and 
reports of their low salaries. 

According to spokesman Adi 
Gonen. . there are 139 policemen 
already drawing welfare payments 
from the Nil, and “hundreds of 
others” are eligible. “We can pro- 
vide the Treasury wirh the names of 
the policemen," said Gonen. 

The Treasury salary figures, re- 
leased to economic reporters on 
Monday, were “averages, which 
bear "no relation ro the facts.” 
Gonen "s office said, noring that most 
policemen do not earn the average 
salary. 

Indeed, the Treasury reported 
that a pakad (superintendent) earns 
ISSL6.000 and takes home 
IS673.000. 

Pakad Yossi is a typical example. 
A chief inspector, with 22 years on 
the force and in command of a police 
station with 18 police officers, he 
takes home about IS600.000 a 
month. 

He has an academic degree, has 
taken ah the courses available to his

rank, and is likely to be promoted 
sometime in the next three years to 
chief superintendent, which will add 
some IS50.000 a month to his net 
salary.

the force. Together, they take home 
about ISIm. 

Yossi has instructed his son. who 
gets out of the army next year, not to 
join the police. “I had hoped that 
one day he would join me in the 
force. But now I can't, in all consci- 
ence. let him join.” Yossi says. 


Although policemen are reported 
generally underpaid throughout the 
western world. Israeli policemen's 
salaries - which by law cannot be 
supplemented by moonlighting, 
though many policemen do it - are 
among the lowest in comparison 
with other professions. Recruitment 
of talented commanders, executive 
quality personnel in the private mar- 
ket, is said to be impossible. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev has 
made improving the quality of the 
force his highest priority, but even 
the minister, upon whom the force 
staked a lot of hopes, has had prob- 
lems. 


Indeed. Bar-Lev has yet to pry 
some $4m. out of the Treasury as 
part of a government decision dating 
back to 1979, to make police and 
career army salaries equivalent. 

The $4m. is to cover, retroactive- 
ly. a salary gap of some 10 per cent 
that has existed since April 1984. 

On Sunday. Bar-Lev is slated to 
meet with Finance Minister Moda'i 
to discuss the problem. But Moda'i 
has alre — ! 0 one on record as saying 
there will be no “wage break- 
throughs” during the implementa- 
tion of the current economic prog- 
ramme. 


MKs lookmg for a way 
to get themselves more pay

The Knesset House Committee 
will have to amend the Emergency 
Order freezing all wages, or circum- 
vent it somehow, if the prevailing 
intention to increase MKs' salaries 
jells into a formal decision. 

House Committee chairman 
Micha Reiser yesterday had the chief 
Knesset accountant present statistics 
at the meeting to prove that MKs' 
salaries had been eroded by 36 per 
cent since the wage freeze, and that a 
55 per cent raise was required to 
offset the erosion. 

Reiser said that before the freeze, 
MKs’ salaries were 3.4 times higher 
than the average wag?', to which they 
are linked by Knesset derision. To- 
day they are Only 2.2 times higher, 
he Mid. • - ’ 1 

The average wage is the quotient 


obtained when the total of all salar- 
ies paid in the country is divided by 
the total of all recipients of salaries. 
At a time of unemployment, there- 
fore. the number of salary recipients 
falls, so the average wage rises. The 
only other inaction of the average 
wage concept is as a guide for nation- 
al insurance payments, although 
even the ratio of such payments to 
average has fallen steeply. 

Nobody in the committee criti- 
cized the proposal to seek ways of 
updating MKs' salaries, but it was 
decided the matter would be refer- 
red to the parliamentary factions 
before the committee continues its 
discussion. 

Linkage to the average wage 
means that when any one sector gets 
a wage increase: MKs get it auto- 
matically the next time their salaries 
are updated. 


British hospital says Netanya 
girl needs liver transplant

covered by fund-raising in Israel ear- 
lier this year. A letter hig hli ghting 
their daughter's illness appeared in 
The Jerusalem Post in September. 

Reout was bom with a disease 
which has been destroying her liver, 
and without the operation rhere is 
little hope she will survive. Some 
$50,000 were raised. 

Danny Hadad, a policeman in 
Netanya, said members of the local 
Cambridge police have been reg- 
ularly providing transport for both 
him and his wife Orit to the hospital, 
enabling them to' visit their daugh- 
ter.

Policemen jailed for sexual assault 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - Three police- 
men were sentenced yesterday for 
using their authority to commit inde- 
cent-acts on transvestites detained in 
the Abu Kahir police lockup. Judge 
Uri Strosman, of the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court, forbade publication of 
their names. 

Three other policemen are also 
charged with the same offence, but 
as a result of plea bargaining, their 
trials will be held separately. 

The three policemen worked in 
the lockup in 1982-1983. The court 
found that two of them had exploited 
their authority to force the transves- 
tites to submit to the sexual assault. 


Their victims thought it best to sub- 
mit. since they had suffered in the 
past from similar attacks by police- 
men and other detainees. The two 
policemen were sent to prison for 
three months although the defence 
and prosecution had recommended 
a suspended sentence and a fine. 

The third policeman was fined 
IS 200.00<i. because he had not trans- 
lated his threats into sexual be- 
haviour, the judge said.

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A judge 
.iritrred yesterday that a 25-year-old 
man accused of stabbing his parents 
to death be placed under observa- 
tion at the hospital in Bat Yam for 15 
days. 

Dan Grodnik was arrested at the 
apartment of his parents. Herd 
Grodnik. 64, a leading attorney in 
the state prosecutor's office, and 
Esther, 61. The bodies of the Grod- 
niks were found Monday. The family 
had immigrated from the Soviet Un- 
ion 10 years ago. 

“I came from outer space,” Dan 
Grodnik told Magistrate Court 
Judge Hadassa Ahitov. “I have no- 
thing to say about the check-up re- 


garding myself. In regard to the 
injury to my body, I was hurt yester- 
day accidentally.” 

A police officer charged in court 
that Grodnik “committed premedi- 
tated murder,” first slaying his 
mother and chasing his father until 
he caught and killed him. 

Herzl Grodnik handled claims of 
health and sanitation hazards in fac- 
tories and other businesses id the Tel 
Aviv district. 

Tel Aviv district attorney Aharon 
Shadar said the elder Grodnik had 
been a friendly person and had 
quickly established himself as an 
attorney after his arrival in Israel. 


“Detainee needn’t submit tax form on time’ 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - If someone is 
being detained by the police, he does 
not have to submit an income tax 
statement on time. Judge Yitzhak 
Braz ruled yesterday in Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court. But although 
Braz cleared Yehonatan Ben- 
Nahum, of Kibbutz Beit Zera of the 
charge of non-submission which had 
been made against him, be found 
him guilty on other counts. 

Ben-Nahum had been sent by his 
kibbutz to Tel Aviv to work with 
disadvantaged youth. He organized 
them to work as gardeners. He was 
officially listed as a gardening con- 
tractor and as such, had to submit 
annual income tax statements. 

He was charged with not submit- 
ting four statements. 


Meanwhile, in June 1980, two 
hand-grenades blew up in his bouse 
in the kibbutz and be was detained 
on suspicion of trying to murder his 
wife. When the police searched the 
house, they impounded documents, 
among them those needed to pre- 
pare tax statements. 

Ben-Nahum was cleared of the 
murder charge, but was found guilty 
of illegal possession of hand- 
grenades. 

'Braz said Ben-Nahum should 
have submitted at least an approxi- 
mate statement of income in the 
absence of documents and found 
him guilty of not submitting the 
second, third and fourth statements.

Israeli’s black wife finds herself: 

‘Centre of attention, not discrimination’

BEERSHEBA. - Gilad Shahar. 32, 
returned last month from six years in 
southern Africa with a black wife 
and son. “My wife is surprised that 
while in southern Africa, she was the 
centre of discrimination, here, she’s 
the centre of attention.” Gilad told 
The Jerusalem Post in the family's 
apartment at a local absorption cen- 
tre. 

“People here treat me completely 
differently from what 1 expected.” 
echoed PonLso. 31. “Here we mix: 
people really want to find out about 
me.” 

Gilad and Pontso met in Lesotho, 
a country heavily dependent on 
South Africa, where she worked in a 
jewelry factory owned by an Israeli 
friend of Gilad's. Not long after- 
wards, they decided to get married. 

“Even those people who encour- 
aged me to meet Lesotho women 
resented the fact that I married 
one,” Gilad said. His wife added: 
"People were always coming to me 
and saying I should leave Gilad. 
After all. he was out of a job and 
white people were supposed to mean 
money.” 

“In July 1983. the company I 
worked for transferred me to Venda. 
a homeland for the Venda sub- 
tribes.” Gibd explained. "Then the 
trouble begun because nobody ex- 
pected me to take my wife along.” 

Petty problems at work were mag- 
nified and an excuse was found to 
fire Gilad. The couple tried to open 
the country's first boutique, but 
pressure mounted. "I realized we 
had become a political issue in Ven- 
da as the first mixed coupie.” he 
said. “The president started to talk 
about racial relations. Then the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs said the 
Johannesburg Sunday Times wanted 
to do a story on us. We declined. We 
didn't get married to make the front 
page,” he said.

In January 1984. their son Tal was 
bom. “People were amazed to see 
me pushing a pram for a black 
baby.” 

Most of Venda’s companies are 
linked to South Africa and “they 
discriminated against both of us.” 
Pontso. who had gone to business 
school in Kentucky, had to take a job 
us a government typist. Gilad did 
odd jobs. They planned to come to 
Israel and the plan took a year to 
mature. 

“I really wanted to come because I 
hated Venda because of the way we 
were treated.” said Pontso. “Gilad 
couldn't get a job and 1 was paid 
poor wages.” 


Bui her hatred of Venda was held 
in check by her fear of Israel. “1 
though! 1 would have racial prob- 
lems in Israel because we're a mixed 
couple, like in South Africa.” she 
said. 

“Now I feel there's no segregation 
here at all. So far. I'm being treated 
for what I am. But it's hard to 
convince my parents of this." she 
said. 

Her parents live in Zimbabwe, 
where she and her three sisters and 
brother were bom. In 1972. she 
finished high school and married. 
But rwo years later her husband 
died. When the bush war between 
ihe whites and blacks began in 1975. 
Pontso went with her parents to 
Botswana. 

Upon her parents’ urging. Pontso 
left for the U.S. in 1977” to'contimie 
her education. After graduation she 
went to Lesotho where her parents 
had moved. By then, her father v-us 
in jail, suspected of plotting to over- 
throw the government. After 1 1 
months in prison, he joined the Sha- 
hars in Venda. 

Now Pontso 's family is back in 
Zimbabwe. Gilad's family is in Beer- 
sheba. 

Gilad was bom in Kibbutz Yad 
Mordechai. When he was four, the 
family moved to Argentina, but he 
returned in 1973 to enlist in the Israel 
Defence Forces. Just after his basic 
training, the Yom Kippur War broke 
out. After his release from the arms 
he worked for a while for Negev 
Phosphates. 

Back in Israel now. “at least until 
Tal goes to the army.” Gilad is 
studying refrigeration as part of a 
Labour Ministry retraining prog- 
ramme. while Pontso goes to ulpan 
and Tal to the absorption centre's 
day-care centre. 

Their only difficulty is convincing 
Pontso's parents that Israel is nut 
southern Africa. 


Plan dropped for Sabbath films in J’lem 


Movie on Holocaust 
to be shown in Poland 

WARSAW IJTA). - The French 
film, Shoah. widely criticized in Po- 
land for suggesting that a large sec- 
tion of Polish society condoned the 
Nazis' anti-Jewish policies, will be 
shown in Poland, the World Jewish

Polish government spokesman 
Jerzy Urban confirmed that the 
nearly 10-hour film will be shown 
while reiterating that the movie is 
defamatory and is being used as a 
pretext to continue the anti-Polish 
press campaign in France.

Polish Prime Minister Wo- 
jciech Jaruzelski formally extended 
the invitation during their meeting in 
New York on September 25.

A short-lived attempt to change 
the status quo of religious observ- 
ance on the Sabbath in Jerusalem 
ended yesterday when the conces- 
sionaire of Beit Agron announced he 
was abandoning his attempt to show 
films on the Sabbath. 

Last Saturday, faced with threats 
of a massive demonstration by 
observant Jews, the concessionaire 
compromised by providing a free 
showing of Alice in Wonderland. 
Yesterday, following intense press- 
ure from Mayor Teddy Kollek. he 
said that he would show no films for 
admission fees on the Sabbath or on 
Jewish holidays. 

Earlier in the week. Kollek had 
met with police officials to map out a 


strategy to stop the showings, which 
the mayor believes would upset the 
delicate balance between religious 
and secular in the city. The municip- 
al spokesman would not say exactly 
what action wax being planned, but 
he noted that in fact Beit Aaron has 
no licence to show films for admis- 
sion fees at anytime. 

The Journalists Association, 
which owns Beit Agron, has been 
divided on the issue. 

Despite the announcement that 
the Sabbath films are cancelled the 
Jerusalem Religious Council yester- 
day decided to maintain an alert for 
any possible Sabbath violations by 
cinemas. The council said it would 
not tolerate anv violation even if 
admission is not charged.

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan has apparently changed his 
policy on developing a U.S. Star 
Wars missile defence, causing some 
confusion as he prepares to meet 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 
Geneva later this month. 

In an interview with Soviet jour- 
nalists made public Monday. 
Reagan said he wanted his multi- 
billion dollar Strategic Defence In- 
itiative (SDI). aimed at creating a 
shield against nuclear missiles, to’be 
deployed only after offensive nuc- 
lear weapons had been eliminated. 

The interview took place al the 
While House on Thursday. 

His remark that SDI would de- 
pend on the elimination of all atomic 
rockers differed from his previous 
statements thar the anti-missile de- 
fence was being perfected to protect 
Americans and U.S. retaliatory 
forces from any Soviet nuclear 
attack. 

He had previously said the system 
known popularly as Star Wars 
should be introduced gradually 
while offensive weapons were 
phased our. 

Replies b> White House aides to 
questions after the Soviet media 
published the interview failed to 
clarify the issue. 

In the interview, the first between 
a U.S. president and Soviet journal- 
ists since 1%1. Reagan said: “We 
would not deploy (SDI). ..until we sit 
down with the other nations of the 
world. ..and see if we cannot come to 
an agreement on which there will be 
deployment only if there is >*limina- 
tion of the nuclear weapons. 

"But we would want it for every- 
one and the terms for gening it. arid 
the terms for our own deployment. 


would be the elimination of the 
offensive weapons." he said. 

If nuclear weapons were done 
away with, he added. SDI would still 
be needed to guard the world against 
“a madman" re-introduriug them. 

The Soviet Union is trying to force 
Reagan to abandon SDI. believing it 
would give the U.S. the ability to 
launch a first strike without fear of 
retaliation. 

Reagan denied he was seeking a 
first-strike capability. 

Meanwhile, military officials have 
declared operational a laser test cen- 
tre in New Mexico that is part of 
SDI. 

An SDI organization spokesman 
said yesterday that preliminary test- 
ing at the White Sands missile range 
has been “very, very promising.” 

The tests are part of the five-year 
programme Reagan had ordered in 
1983. About $300 million of the 
programme's $1.4 billion first-year 
budget went into the high energy 
laser systems test facility, said direc- 
tor Dr. John Davies. 

The tests are designed to deter- 
mine if the laser portion of the 
defence system will be “effective, 
affordable and ensure survival," the 
spokesman said. 

Most of the testing has centred on 
the U.S. Navy's $100 million mid- 
infrared advanced chemical laser, 
dubbed Miracl. 

Miracl is the largest and most 
powerful laser constructed in the 
country so far. said the commander 
of the naval ordnance missile test 
station at White Sands. 

In tests last month, Miracl success- 
fully destroyed both Solid and 
liquid-fueled Titan- 1 rocket boosters 
at the facility, he said. ( Reuter. AP). 


Boesak will fight Pretoria 
to regain his passport 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - Anti- 
apartheid campaigner Allan Boesak 
yesterday vowed to fight the South 
African government’s action in with- 
drawing his passport. 

The government withdrew the 
passport yesterday only hours after a 
court ruled it should tie returned to 
the church leader, who is due to 
travel to the U.S. to receive u human 
rights award. 

”1 am not taking this lying down." 
Boesak said after being informed of 
the government's move. He said he 
was. consulting his lawyer about legal 
action. 

A magistrate’s court on Monday 
lifted a travel ban and a gagging 
order imposed on Boesak as part of 
bail conditions preceding his trial on 
subversion charges. 

Boesak, president of the World 
Alliance of Reformed Churches, 
had been dated after the magistrate 
cleared the way for him to travel to 
the U.S. to receive the Kennedy 
Award on November 20. 

He said yesterday Pretoria wanted 
to stop him collecting the award, 
given by the Robert Kennedy 
Foundation. 

The churchman was arrested in 


August, the day before he was due to 
lead a march on a Cape Town jail 
where black nationalist leader Nel- 
son Mandela is serving a life term for 
subversion. 

The Home Affairs Ministry gave 
no reason for withdrawing the pass- 
port. 

Meanwhile, unrest in which more 
than 800 people have died during the 
past 20 months continued overnight 
and police said they arrested 25 
non-whites during arson and sione- 
throwing incidents. 

The International Federation of 
Journalists (IFJ) protested to South 
African president P.W. Botha 
yesterday at a ban on foreign cam- 
eramen and photographers report- 
ing unrest in the racially-segregated 
country. 

The Brussels-based IFJ, which 
says it represents 115.000 journalists 
in 31 countries, said in a telegram to 
Botha: "Censorship will not solve 
problems - only highlight the un- 
democratic nature of your govern- 
ment." 

The IFJ urged all news organiza- 
tions to intensify their coverage of 
South Africa. 


Bus plunge kills 14 

CATANIA. Sicily l Reuter). - At 
least 14 people were killed when a 
bus plunged off a motorway bridge 
in east Sicily yesterday morning, the 
national news agency Ansa said. 

The public bus from Leonforte in 
central Sicily was travelling towards 
Catania when it swerved off a flyov- 
er. tailing about 20 metres. Ansa 
said. 
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SOYBEAN SONG. - Indonesia 
yesterday offered $1,000 for a song 
extolling the joys of planting soy- 
beans. The offer came from the 
director general of food crops who 
said he hoped the song would en- 
courage farmers to plant more beans 
and rhusslash imports. 

EXPLOSION. - An explosion in a 
train station luggage locker in Dues- 
seldorf. West Germany, caused ex- 
tensive damage but no injuries, 
police said yesterday. 




Mexican diplomat 
killed in Moscow 

MOSCOW (AP). - A Mexican 
plomat and his maid were beaten 
and shot to death in his* Moscow 
apartment, the Mexican Embassy 
said yesterday. 

The embassy said the bodies of 
Manuel Portillo Ouevedo and his 
Mexican maid. Maria del Carmen 
Cruz, were found late in the jfter 
noon of October 3J by fellow diplo 
mats who had gone to check after he 
failed to report for work rhe previous 
day. The statement said the bodies 
were found when the door was 
forced open. 

“Dr. Portillo had received a blow 
with a blunt instrument and then was 
shot in the head.” the embassy said 
“Miss Cruz was severely beaten and 
shot twice in the head." 

Portillo Ouevedo . 43. a counsellor 
at the embassy, was married and the 
father of four, an embassy spokes 
man said. 


Kasparov point away 
from chess crown 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Challenger 
Garry Kasparov went into yester- 
day's 22nd game of the world chess 
championship needing only one 
more win to end a marathon battle 
with defending champion Anatoly 
Karpov and become the youngest 
title holder in history. 

Kasparov. 22. has dominated the 
latter stages of the 24-game series 
with consistently aggressive play, 
winning over a dear majority of 
Muscovite supporters in a country 
where chess is one of the most popu- 
lar sports. 

The rugged challenger of half- 
Jewish. half-Armenian origin leads 
Karpov, an ethnic Russian, by 1 1 
points to 9 ] /i. after four wins, two 
defeats and 15 draws. He is only a 
single point from taking the world 
chess crown; one win or two draws 
will suffice. 


One-third of Chinese 
pregnancies aborted 

PEKING (Reuter). - China yester- 
day revealed figures which showed 
that about a third of all pregnancies 
in the country last year were 
aborted. 

Health Ministry officials told a 
press briefing there were about 18 
million births in China in 1984 and 
8.89 million abortions. 

The officials strongly denied that 
authorities forced abortions as part 
of efforts to restrict population 
growth. 

China insists that most couples 
have only one child in an attempt to 
keep the population down to 1.2 
billion by the end of the century. The 
country already has over one billion 
people. 


McCartney says 
Lennon was ‘a 
maneuvering swine’ 

LONDON (Reuter). - Former Bea- 
tle Paul McCartney branded his late 
colleague John Lennon as a “man- 
euvering swine" in an interv iew pub- 
lished yesterday. 

He told Woman magazine that 
Lennon, who was assassinated in 
1981, was jealous, suspicious and 
insecure and caused him years of 
heartache. The group broke up in 
1971. 

John was all action, always the 
loudest in any crowd and he could be 
a maneuvering swine which no one 
ever realized," said 43-year-old 
McCartney. 

“For 10 years he took my songs 
apart, he was paranoic about my 
songs. We had great screaming ses- 
sions about them," McCartney said, 
claiming that Lennon took credit for 
songs he did not write. 


Guerrillas hit Kabul with rockets 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - Islamic 
guerrillas attacked Kabul with rock- 
ets as Soviet and government forces 
in Afghanistan bombarded sur- 
rounding areas and warned civilians 
theiT villages would be destroyed if 
they supported the insurgents, 
sources said yesterday. 

The western diplomatic sources 
said rhat guerrillas had launched 
rocket attacks against Kabul almost 
every night for a week and that the 
sound of gunbattJes had been heard 
in parts of the city. 

The sources said a fuel convoy had 
been ambushed north of Kabul with 
manv trucks reportedly destroyed 


and about IU0 government soldiers 
had deserted to the guerrillas in 
southern Afghanistan. 

Soviet and Afghan government 
forces repeatedly bombarded an 
area often used by guerrillas to stage 
attacks on the capital, the sources 
said. Warplanes bombed the area 
and rocket batteries launched coun- 
terstrikes. they said. 

Reports from Kabul indicated that 
much of rhe counterfire had been 
directed at civilian targets and resi- 
dents in the area had been warned to 
stop aiding the guerrillas or their 
villages would be destroyed, the 
sources said. 


Marijuana, nuclear wastes 
figure in U.S. local polls 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - Amer- 
icans in many cities and states voted 
yesterday for governors, mayors, 
sheriffs and local officials, but atten- 
tion was focused on some off-beat 
issues on ballots, including mari- 
juana and nuclear waste. 

In San An tonic, Texas, the hottest 
question was not who would be 
elected to various posts, but whether 
the city should pul fluoride in its 
water. 

The process has been blamed for 
such ills as Aids, cancer, constipa- 
tion in dogs, stillbirths in chinchillas 
and even nymphomania. 

No Senate or House of Repre- 
sentatives seats were contested 
yesterday, but governors were 
elected in New Jersey and Virginia, 
and mayors were elected in more 
than 40 "cities with populations ex- 
ceeding 100.000- 

Key"” races were in New York, 
where Mayor Ed Koch looked cer- 
tain to win his third term; Miami, 
where all candidates were Hispanic; 
Detroit, Minneapolis. Cleveland.

In Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
already a self-declared nuclear-free 
zone and a sanctuary for illegal 
aliens, there was a proposal to bar 
the transport of nerve gases through 
the city. 

In San Franciscu. there was a call 
to set aside 5150.000 of city funds to 
organize a statewide petirion to 
legalize possession and cultivation of 
marijuana for personal use bv 
adults. 

The simplest vote was in Raj- 
peeshpuram. Oregon, where voters 
were asked to restore the town’s 
name to Antelope, it was changed 
three years ago when Indian guru 
Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh estab- 
lished a community there. Rajneesh 
was charged last week with viola- 
tions of U.S. immigration laws.

As with every cult, 
the worship of the idol gradually 
invdve&:the~relatives of the leader: 
they are all recalled as wonderful, 
outstanding, -talented, progressive, 
etc., including the wife, the brother, 
the sisters, the father, and even the 
father-in-law. 

.It is, however, the leader's 
mother. Maria Alexandrovna, nee 
Blank, who is currently considered 
to be the second most important 
person in the family hierarchy 
(which is probably an unconscious 
imitation of the traditional Christian 
•’culF* hierarchy). 

The family name of the leader's 
mother. Blank, which does not 
sound: Russian, has attracted the 
attention of historians and aroused 
the curiosity of many others. The 
published biographical data, without 
providing any direct explanation, 
contains hints that the Blanks were 
not Jews, but Russianized Germans. 

Maria Blank was bom on March 6. 
1835, in St. Petersburg, during the 
reign of Nichoias I, when Jews were 
expelled, from the capital of rbe 
Empire. Her father, i.e. Lenia’s 
grandfather, Alexander Blank, was 
a celebrated physician and a promin- 
ent personality. 

Considering his success in Tzarist 
Russia, as well as some biographical 
hints that “the German influence 
was vary strong” in the Blank family, 
it is not surprising that many people 
in the Soviet Union, including my- 
self, bad no doubts that the prosper- 
ous Dr. Blank must have descended 
from Russianized Germans. 

IT WAS ONLY much later that I 
learned the truth about the “non- 
Aryan origin** of the revolutionary 
leader. 

1 had a friend from school whose 
name was Boris Kogan. He was a 
historian and knew five languages, 
but, unfortunately, had a physical 
disability.' partial deafness, which 
made it difficult for him to find a job. 
He could not teach in a school; 
where else could a historian work in 
the Soviet Union? 

Boris was delighted' when he 
found a job in -the Central State 
Historical Archives, the largest 
storehouse of historical documents 
in the Soviet Union. 

The salary was worthless even by 
Soviet criteria (69 rubles a month), 
and as it was impossible to support a 
family on sucb an income, there 
were practically no men who worked 
in the archives. Boris, though, was 
happy. ‘Tin a unique specialist 
there,” he said, enthusiastic about 
his research. “I'm the only one in the 
archives who can read Gothic manu- 
scripts.” 

I was then working in the editorial 
office of a children's magazine, A os- 
tyer. in Leningrad. All the staff 
worked in a big hall subdivided by 
cardboard partitions into Uttle cells, 
each for ah editor of a different 
section. One day Boris Kogan 
appeared in this large room. 

“Listen to this.” he shouted at the 
top of his voice. "I’m looking for a 
job. I was fired. If you find out about 
an opening in my field, let me know 
right away." 

"How come you were fired from 
the archives?” 


' Don't say a word to anybody! 
Nobody should know about it!” 
Boris continued to scream. Since he 
did not hear himself, it did not occur 
to him that his voice was carrying 
throughout the editorial office. As 
he was talking, members of staff 
gradually came out of their corners 
in order to hear the story. “It's all the 
fault of this damned Marietta Shagj- 
nyan." 

MARIETTA SHAGINYAN’ a 
well-known Soviet writer and a biog- 
rapher of Lenin, was then working 
on a series of books about Lenin’s 
family.' tbe Ulyanovs (Lenin was a 
pseudonym). 

“Marietta came to our archives 
and asked fora file about the conver- 
sion of two brothers Blank to Christ- 
ianity,” Boris continued. “I didn't 
even see her. I only saw tbe form 
with her request. 

"The manager called me and 
asked me to look through the file to 
make sure there was nothing classi- 
fied in it which would prevent it from 
being circulated. What could poss- 
ibly be in it? We have halls filled 
from floor to ceiling with files about 
conversions. I looked through it: two 
brothers were asking for pennission 
to convert to Christianity. It was 
standard. 

"I gave my pennission. and the 
manager signed it to be handed out. 
Then. Shaginyan asked to be 
allowed to make a photocopy of the 
file. She was again granted permis- 
sion," Boris said. 

“Then, recently, a committee 
came from Moscow, from the Cen- 
tral Board of the Archives, and 
made a terrible scene: ‘How did you 
dare hand these documents out to 
Shaginyan?' 

‘Why not?' 

‘These are documents about the 
conversion of Lenin's grandfather. 
They must be kept in Moscow, in the 
Institute of Marxism and Leninism. 
You have grossly violated the rules 
of storing Lenin's documents! At 
least, you shouldn't have given her 
the photocopy’." 

“Well, how could T have known 
that this Asher Blank was Lenin's 
grandfather?" Boris asked. "It 
didn't even cross my mind. So we got 
fired, both myself and the mana- 
ger." 

I HEARD the continuation of this 
story at the State Historical Archives 
in Leningrad. My wife needed a 
certificate of her employment re- 
cord. I went to get it for her in the 
archives and saw an old acquaint- 
ance of mine, Ludmila Streltsova, at 
the window where such certificates 
were given out. 

"What happened?" I asked her. 
“Why were you transferred from the 
reading room?” 

I had know Ludmila for several 
years: she bad been the. manager of 
the reading room in the archive. She 
had a profound knowledge of the 
history of the city and helped many 
historians by providing them with 
information and advice. I had also 
resorted to her assistance and 
appreciated her competence and sin- 
cere friendliness. 

She smiled sadly and said. “I 
should thank them for not firing me 
altogether.” 


The she continued; ■'Marietta 
Shaginyan came to our reading room 
and asked for a file about the conver- 
sion of the brothers Blank from the 
archives of the St. Petersburg Con- 
sistory. I looked through the file. 

‘‘The application was worded with 
great distinction. No false standard 
phrases like, 'The light of true faith 
has finally appeared before my 
eyes.* It simply said: ‘We cannot 
imagine our life outside of our future 
profession, medicine. We see in it 
the meaning of our lives. It has been 
explained to us, however, that the 
Medical Surgeons' -Academy pro- 
vides training for doctors who must 
serve as officers in the Russian army, 
which meant that only Orthodox 
couid be admitted. We are, there- 
fore, asking for permission- to be 
converted to Christianity.' 

“It was a pleasure to see that there 
was no hypocrisy in the application, 
the motives were expressed honestly 
and directly,” Ludmila said. 

“I WAS TOLD that Marietta Shagi- 
nyan used to work in the Central 
Historical Archives,” I interrupted 
her. without mentioning Boris 
Kogan, who had asked me not to tell 
anybody. 

“Documents of this sort are pas- 
sed through several institutions,'' 
Ludmila explained. “The archives of 
these institutions are now kept in 
different storehouses. We, for exam- 
ple, have the archives of the consis- 
tory. The Central Historical Arc- 
hives must have rhe documents of 
the synod. 

“So. Shaginyan might have ap- 
plied both to them and to us in order 
to obtain the complete file." she 
continued. “I gave her the docu- 
ments and then a committee from 
Moscow arrived and here I am. How 
couid I have known who this Asher 
Blank was?" 

Some time later, my colleagues in 
the editorial office of a Moscow 
journal. Znaniye-Sila . shared with 
me the following rumour about what 
had happened at the same time “be- 
hind the scenes:" 

Marietta Shaginyan (they said) 
approached a secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee responsible for 
ideology and told him about her 
“great discovery" in the study of 
Lenin’s biography. She asked him to 
suspend the publication of her book 
The Ulyanov Family so she could 
introduce this new information into 
the manuscript. 

To this the secretary of the Central 
Committee answered that there was 
no “discovery” there, since the com- 
mittee had long known about 
Lenin’s Jewish ancestry. He also said 
that this information was classified 
and that he forbade her to dissemi- 
nate it. Afterwards, he sent a com- 
mittee to "punish" the culprits. I 
have already told you how the cul- 
prits were “punished." 

The most interesting part of this 
story is not. of course, the fact that 
Lenin's grandfather was a converted 
Jew: there must have been 
thousands of such cases of conver- 
sions. What is most amazing is the 
passion with which the Soviet au- 
thorities conceal from their people 
the Jewish "one-fourth" of the 
Founder.

Argentina: turn towards religion

THE IMPACT on the Argentine 
Jewish community of the democra- 
tization of their country has been 
surveyed by Judith Laikin Elkin in 
Forum, the quarterly published by 
the World Zionist Organization's In- 
formation Department. Elkin, a 
rioted authority, is the author of an 
important book on the Jew's of Latin 
America. 

The Jewish presence in Argenti- 
na. she noted, has historically been 
secular. Zionist and accepting of 
centralized authority. Under the 
new situation, new responses are 
called for. 

The most persuasive aspects of 
Jewish fife have been not religious, 
but cultural and fraternal. The most 
representative institution was not 
the synagogue, but the club, which 
concentrated on social, cultural and 
sports activities. The dubs fit into a 
constellation of other dubs, also 
based on national origin, and they 
fortified a secular identification with 
both Jewish tradition and the Argen- 
tine ambience. 

Despite Argentina’s secular 
appearance, Elkin says that its two 
must potent institutions - the milit- 
ary, reinforced by the church - have 
developed a philosophy of national- 
ism that actively repulses the Jews. 
Indeed Argentine nationalism in- 
cludes a component oC anti- 
Semitism. 

No Jew has been commissioned in 
the army since the 193fe. Under the 
recent military dictatorship no Jews 
were permitted to serve in govern- 
ment. There were no Jewish legisla- 
tors, judges or governors; and most 
Jewish ’faculty members were 
evieifid from universities. Behind : 
toe army stands the church with 
whom the secularist Jewish com 


rnunity has no meeting point. 

However, there are indications 
that Jews are beginning to become 
more involved in their religious 
heritage. The various shades of 
Orthodoxy are making inroads and 
claim to have 2.000 boys studying at 
their yeshivot (for which they re- 
ceive part of their budget from the 
government). Alternatives to 
Orthodoxy have also made their 
mark and a Progressive rabbinical 
seminary sends its graduates to Re- 
form and Conservative congrega- 
tions all over the continent. These 
congregations attract new sectors of 
Jewry, particularly the young. Reli- 
gion is seen as offering- a more suc- 
cessful strategy for integration in 
Argentinian society, says Elkin, 
than the existing secular 
frameworks, which proved isolating. 

The ecumenical debate has made 
little headway in the absence of a 
church hierarchy appropriately dis- 
posed or a rabbinate intellectually 
equipped to deal with ecumenical 
concepts. Capable leaders will be 
needed on both sides, together with 
a greater willingness to accept Vati- 
can II than the church has hitherto 
evinced. 

IN THE absence of a strong reli- 
gious impulse, the void has been 
largely filled by Zionism. The Zionist 
spirit animates every type of communal 
activity, and until recently the 
mutuality' of interest between Israel 
and the Latin America Diaspora was 
not even questioned (except in a 
sector not sufficiently stressed by 
Elkin - the considerable numbers of 
young people attracted by the left 
wing). 

Israel’s arms sale policies in Latin 
America, both to the military regime 


in Argentina and to reacii... f«.ry reg- 
imes farther north, have made the 
community hostage to actions taken 
by Israel unrelated to their own 
situation or interests. 

The Argentine Jewish community 
exhibits a very high level of depend- 
ence on Israel and devotes much of 
its efforts to the support of Israel. 
They are deeply committed to lob- 
bying in support of Israel’s policies 
but have no voice in their formula- 
tion. The impact of the Holocaust 
has largely worn off on government 
decision-makers, who are more like- 
ly to be influenced by Third World 
ideologies, where Israel is highly 
unpopular. Indeed, being Zionist is 
perceived by some non- Jews as a 
subversive activity. 

Inside the community, there is 
growing challenge to the centralized 
power and undemocratic nature of 
the communal body, rhe kehilla. 
There are those who feel that it 
should reorient itself from being an 
organ of defence, demanding unity 
of opinion from all its members, to 
an organ of representation, accept- 
ing a variety of opinion and belief 
among the diverse elements that 
make it up. 

Jews have become acculturated 
and are less willing to submit to a 
centralized authority that is not en- 
compassing and representative of all 
opinions. Moreover (he centralist 
domination of the Jewish communi- 
ties may be played out - witness their 
declining enrolment, few members 
who bother to vote, increased age of 
members, and total alienation 
among those large sections of the 
community who believe that rhe 
establishment does not represent 
their interests.

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After long research asparagus! 
is export success in Em 


By YITZHAK OKED 
RTSHON LEZION. - Agrexco has 
started to export asparagus to 
Europe with great success. This is 
the first year that -asparagus is ex- 
ported commercially, and it is hoped 
that in future greater quantities will 
be exported. 

The export of asparagus comes 
after several years of research at the 
Agricultural Research Organization 
(ARO) at the Votcani Centre here. 

Tie research was centered around 
growing asparagus in the Jordan 
Valley, the Arava and the Gaza 
Strip, so that it would be harvested in 
the autumn and the late winter sea- 
sons, when the vegetable is not avail- 
able in Europe. Agrexco officials are 
confident that this can become a 
prime export vegetable, since the 
Europeans are known to be great 
asparagus eaters. 

One of the secrets of the success of 
this research project has been the 
use of geothermal waters in growing 
the plants. Dr. Eitan Presman of 


ARO, who was in 01 the 

project, explained that with the aid 
of geothermal waters his team were 
able to shorten the growing period of 
asparagus plants from a full year to 
only three months. 

This system also enabled the 
plants to develop a larger number of 
asparagus shoots than normal. ARO 
scientists believe that this can save 
fanners a lot of money, and that they 
will receive a return on their capital 
in a shorter time. 

The experiments with geothermal 
waters were carried out at Moshav 
Paran in the Arava. where geoth- 
ermal springs are located. Since 
there are several other places in the 
Arava with geothermal springs, the 
scientist believes that asparagus 
nurseries can be developed there 
too. 

He also pointed out that there are 
further experiments in this field to 
solve a number of problems regard- 
ing asparagus which have not yet 
been solved.

Coal enables plant to reduce pollution

TEL AVTV. - The Maor David 
power station at Hadera. which 
operates on coal instead of liquid 
fuel, was the only one of Israel's 
power stations to stay within the 
limits set for air pollution, according 
lo the 1984/85 statistical report fo the 
Israel Electric Corporation. 

According to the report. Maor 
Da rid worked at 50% below the 
maximum pollution standard. The 
Haifa power station exceeded the 
pollution standard 12 times, the Tel 
Ariv Reading station exceeded the 
standard 24 times and the Ashdod 


Esbkol station went over its air 
pollution standard 64 times. 

During the 19S4/85 fiscal year, 
there was a 4% increase in the use of 
electricity, with the public sector 
boosting its consumption by 6.2%, 
while home consumers increased 
their use of electricity by only 2% . 

The Hadera station has become 
Israel's main power source, last year 
producing 54.3% of all the country's 
electricity - eight million kwh. The 
report points out that by using coal 
as a power source, the EEC also 
lowered the cost of electricity pro- 
duction from some 8 U.S. cents a 
kwh. to 6.1 cents. 


Plea to reduce property levy on cars

Likud MK Uriel Lynn wrote Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
yesterday urging that the one-time 
property levy on vehicles be .re- 
duced, since it is unfair and in- 
appropriate to the true value of the 
vehicle. 

Lynn said the Knesset intended 
that the levy amount to some 3 % of 
the vehicle’s value, although this was 
not specifically written into the leg- 
islation which was finally gazetted in 
June 1985. 

In most cases, because of various 
economic developments. Lynn 
wrote the minister, car owners are 
paying a 4 % levy while some are 
paying 5 % and more. 

Meanwhile, the real value of vehi- 
cles has -fallen sharply during the last 


three months, he noted. The market 
for used cars is slack, the deposit fee 
to the Treasury on new vehicles has 
been reduced, and the deposits are 
returned at a rate closer to their 
original value because of the falling 
devaluation, Lynn added. All this 
increases the proportion between 
the property levy and the value of 
the vehicle. 

Lynn demanded that Moda'i re- 
vise the tables whereby the levy on 
various vehicles according to make 
and production year are calculated.

Fear of highjacking 
scares off 
cruise passengers

HAIFA. - Fifty well-to-do Amer- 
icans preferred to stay borne and risk 
losing the $5,600 they each had paid 
rather than visit Egypt by ship, fol- 
lowing last month's hijacking of the 
Achillo Laura. 

They cancelled their tour on the 
super-luxurious Norwegian cruise 
ship. Sea Goddess 2, which arrived 
here carrying only 30 passengers, 
served by a crew of 81 . 

The ship’s chief purser. Tor Bang, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday, 
“we'll try to accommodate them on 
future cruises," though no money 
will be returned. 

The small, 4.260 ton ship, was 
completed in a Helsinki yard only sot 
months ago and is on her first visit to 
Haifa, as part of a Mediterranean 
cruise. 

The ship has accommodation for 
110 passengers, in 58 suites, each 
with a video library, TV and a well- 
stocked “on the house" bar. 

The $5,600 fare for the ten-day 
cruise does not include shore trips. 
The Goddess came here after two 
days in Alexandria and Port Said, 
with mainly Norwegian passengers. 


Truckers may disrupt citrus 
exports in hassle over fees

TEL AVTV. -The truckers who haul 
citrus fruit from the packaging 
houses to the ports yesterday 
threatened to disrupt their service 
unless haulage fees are raised . 

If the truckers carry out their 
threat, exports for the Christinas 
season may be endangered. 

The truckers claim that way back 
in January an agreement was 
reached between them and the Cit- 
rus Marketing Board, according to 
which a two-man arbitration com- 
mittee would be set up to settle the 
haulage fee dispute. The two men 
were even cbosen. One is tbe 
director-general of the -Ministry of 
Transport, the other tbe director- 


general of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture. According to the truckers, the 
panel was supposed to decide on 
their demand that fees be pegged to 
an index based on operating costs. 

The truckers say that despite the 
fact that they submitted their de- 
mands to tbe panel in April, they 
have not received a reply and have 
not been informed what the hau|age 
fees would be. They claim that since 
the start of the year their operating 
costs have increased considerably, 
and that they cannot afford to haul 
the fruit at the old prices set at the 
beginning of the year. 

The Jerusalem Post could not get 
any clear information on when the 
truckers plan to start their sanctions. 
But it was hinted that this could be 
very soon.

Carmaker BMW expects record profit 


MUNICH (Reuter). - West German 
carmaker Bayerische Motoren 
Werke (BMW), aided by an export 
boom, yesterday predicted a record 
turnover- and near record profits this 
year. 

Managing board chairman 
Eberhatd Kuenheim told a press 
conference that company sales in the 
fi/st nine months of 1985 rose by 
12 % to more than 10 billion marks 
( $4b.), as foreign turnover surged by 
over 20%. Domestic sales were fiat, 
however. 

He forecast a rise in worldwide 
turnover.to a record of over DM18b. 


(S7b.) from around DM16b. ($6b.) 
last year. Car sales to the U.S. are 
expected to jump 35%, to over 
80,000. 

Overall car sales should rise to a 
record 450,000, from 434,266 in 
1984, he said. 

But profits may be only the 
second-highest on record, because 
of higher costs for depreciation of 
equipment, Kuenheim added. 

Last year's net profit of DM329.6 
million ($126. 3m.) was BMW’s high- 
est ever. The second-best result, a 
year earlier, was DM28 8m. ($110 
million)^ 


Dollar plunges more than 2 yen in Tokyo 


TOKYO (AP). - The doDar, now at 
a 56-month low, plunged another 
two yen against the Japanese yen on 
the Tokyo Foreign Exchange Mar- 
ket yesterday, closing at 207.77 yen, 
compared to Friday's dose of 209.85 
yen. 

The dollar opened at 207.40 yen, 
its low for the day, and went no 
higher than 207.86 yen. Last Friday, 
when it fell 1.95 yen, the dollar 
ranged between 209.85 yen and 
210.45 yen. Monday was a holiday in 
Japan. ’ 

The dollar now has fallen more 
than 34 yen since financial officials of 
five major industrial nations agreed 


on September 22 in New York to 
cooperate to lead the dollar lower, it 
has fallen more than eight yen since 
October 24. 

Spot trading yesterday totalled 
$2,134 trillion, down from Friday’s 
2.793 billion. 

The dollar’s opening rate was its 
lowest since it was trading at 206.90 
yen on March 19, 1981. 

A Tokyo bank official said that in 
response to the appreciation of the 
yen since late September, Japan’s 
“domestic interest rates are gradual- 
ly increasing, which also helps the 
dollar's depreciation . ” 


Robots speed up assembly tine work

He said the robotic section com- 
prised a machine with four aims, 
which transferred the fuse- 
detonatois from one. stage of the 
assembly line to another. The whole 
system was capable of producing a 
fuse-detonator every six minutes.

Market continues to lose ground

TEL AVIV. - Down is down, as they 
say on Wall Street. Yesterday the 
share market continued to lose 
ground at quite a fair pace, although 
the scale of the falls was Jess pro- 
nounced than on Monday's, black 
day. However, to offset this im- 
provement. bonds fell in price by 
more significant margins than 
hitherto, as mutual funds were 
forced to liquidate to cover redemp- 
tions of their units. 

The advance decline ratio im- 
proved 1:7.7. and more shares re- 
mained stable and fewer fell by large 
margins or were marked "sellers 
only." 

The losses were heavy for all that. 
Individual issues fell by enormous 
amounts, as often happens on the 
third day of a selling binge. Thus 
Attas IS1 dropped 27%. Cold Stor- 
age by 18% and a fair number of 
shares by 15% on the day. 

The non-bank index lost almost 
2.S% more, and the "arrangement” 
sector remained weak, with a fall of 
1.22%. But the heavy losers were 
found this time in the mongage bank 
sector (-5.29%), the oil exploration 
(-5.11%) and the food and textile 
sub-sections of the industrial sector 
( -5 .74% and -4.35%. respectively ) . 

The investment companies group, 
which serves as the leading indicator 
for the market, only fell by 1.18%, 
so this might indicate an easing of the 
downward trend today. 

In the "arrangement” sector, a 
remarkable feature of recent days 
has been the sharp rise in Hapoalim 
preferred shares. This is a little 
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traded and illiquid issue, which was 
always a speculative favourite. 

Being one of the ‘anangment" 
group should have given if stability, 
since it now has a value determined 
by its yield to redemption, but it 
appears that even this means little to 
the “runners" of shares. Its price has 
soared in the last few days and its 
yield per annum is now a negative 
1.90%, compared to the main 
■'arrangement" shares, which are 
now sporting yields of around 1 5% . 

The weekly Treasury bill auction 
served to pull yields lower in this 
sector, but only attracted some ISIS 
billion into the new 28 and 56 day 
bills at yields of 3.36 and 3.68% 
respectively. 

It may be that, like last week, a 
larger demand will appear the day 
after the auction than on the da v 
itself. J 

The bond market, in both its 
index-linked and dollar-linked sec- 
tors. displayed weakness and prices 
fell by 1-2% in most cases. This was 
probably a spin-off from the collapse 
in the share market, with forced 
sales from funds and portfolio mana- 
gers. but it serves to make the yield 
levels even more attractive than 
hitherto. 

It remains to be seen whether this 
helps the market to recover.

IF ISRAEL today i? n j.'iVgis:>M^c ; commit ted iv id ,*uis 
of social democracy, a disproportionate share of the credit goes 
to the General Federation of Labour, a unique organization 
combining trade union with economic development and wel- 
fare activities, founded 65 years ago by the pioneers of socialist 
Zionism. One of the great strengths of the Histadrut has always 
lain in its insistence on facing realities and seeking new answers 
to rising challenges. 

The Federation's 15th national convention opened in Jeru- 
salem yesterday under the slogan of “returning the Histadrut to 
its members." This in itseif was indication enough of the 
Histadrut's awareness that a gap had opened between the 
leadership and the membership that must not only be narrowed 
but eliminated. 

Secretary General Yisrael Kessar did not wait for the 
convention to start a drive to democratize and de-bureaucratize 
the organization he heads, which includes the great bulk of all 
working people in the country. He initiated a system of local 
conventions preparatory to this week’s national conclave; 
instituted a system of rotation for the board members of all 
Hevrat Ovdim enterprises, and limited his own tenure as 
secretary general to two four-year terms of office - which he 
expects to write into the Histadrut's constitution, thus making it 
binding on his successors as well. 

To be sure, such measures will not by themselves solve the 
numerous immediate and longer-range problems now facing 
the Histadrut. 

In co-authoring the government's present economic stabi- 
lization programme, the Histadrut committed its members to a 
large measure of voluntary belt-tightening, even though in the 
process it helped limit the damage to worker interests. But the 
responsible attitude displayed by the leadership in the face of a 
looming economic catastrophe will not necessarily be appreci- 
ated by all the jobless in the lengthening dole queues. 

The catcalls flung at the highly popular Mr. Kessar during a 
recent meeting with workers in Beersheba cannot have failed to 
sound the alarm bells at Histadrut headquarters in Tel Aviv. If 
the recovery' programme does not produce tangible results 
pretty soon, trouble will result. 

Beyond the present crisis of growing unemployment and 
reduced wages there lies the challenge of new industrial 
structures - notably the decline of labour-intensive industries, 
such as textiles, and the rise of high technology. To keep 
high-tech workers within the Histadrut fold, some radical 
changes must be introduced in traditional practices. The 
Metalworkers. Electricians and Electronic Workers Union, 
long a Histadrut bastion, is already split between its conserva- 
tive blue-collar members and the new breed of white-coat 
laboratory' operators. 

The latter are highly dissatisfied with the country’s obsolete 
wage-and-grade system, which does not reflect qualifications, 
ability and experience, but which the union bureaucrats find it 
convenient to uphold. This has already resulted in a trend 
towards non-unionization among workers in high-tech plants. 
The only reason this trend has not gathered greater speed than 
it has is the fear of losing the Histadrut's protection at a time of 
economic distress. 

Once the economy is straightened out, however, workers 
may again opt in large numbers for personal instead of 
collective union contracts. 

Another recent tendency has been tor unions to secede from 
the Histadrut en masse. This has been especially strong among 
the “professional" unions, with the engineers and the universi- 
ty graduates threatening to leave the Histadrut by mid- 1987. 
The tendency' is least strong among the clerical and administra- 
tive unions, whose members depend entirely on the Histadrut 
to guarantee their job and wage security. 

If the underlying causes of secessionism are not dealt with 
promptly and effectively, the Histadrut could find itself re- 
duced to the role of protector of the poor and the weak, 
employed, to the extent that they are employed at all. in the 
industries of the past. To their credit. Mr. Kessar, and his 
colleague in the Trade Union Department, Haim Haberfeld, 
have shown awareness of the urgent need to adapt to the 
high-tech era. but many of their underlings remain wedded to 
the ancient dogmas of bogus egalitarianism. 

This week's national convention will not discharge its duty 
unless it grants Mr. Kessar the power to drag the Histadrut - 
even if kicking and screaming, but still Israel’s General 
Federation of Labour - into the 21st century. This is a prime 
condition of assuring that the Histadrut's future contribution to 
the life of the country will be as impressive as its past 
achievement. 


Flushed out 


WHILE one former Nazi butcher of Jews is now about to be 
extradited to Israel to stand trial for his crimes, punishable by 
death, another is virtually certain to die peacefully in his bed. 

The difference is instructive. The 65-vear-old Ivan Demjan- 
juk. native of the Ukraine and Treblinka guard in 1942/43. was 
identified only recently by some of the death camp survivors in 
the U.S.. where he had fled after the world war, and lived 
modestly as an auto mechanic. Although he denies the charges, 
the American courts have been satisfied that there is sufficient 
prima facie evidence of Demjanjuk’s role in the Holocaust to 
warrant granting Israel its request for his extradition, under an 
agreement between the two countries. 

Ivan Demjanjuk - “Ivan the Terrible," to the Treblinka 
inmates - was. however, a small-time murderer compared to 
the “Monster of Vienna,” Austrian SS officer Alois Brunner, 
an aide to Adolf Eichmann in the implementation of the “Final 
Solution." For the past 30 years Brunner, now 73, has lived in 
Damascus, where he rose to become a “security aide” to 
President Assad's brother Rifaat. There is no reason to believe 
that his assumed name. Georg Fischer, for a moment fooled 
Brunner’s Syrian protectors and employers. 

On the contrary; the Syrians were lying in their teeth when, 
responding to requests from Austria and then from West 
Germany for Brunner's extradition, they denied having him in 
their midst. 

The monstrous lie has now been laid bare -and by none other 
than Brunner himself, in an interview with a West German 
magazine. Brunner did not deny his crimes - or, as he put it. 
“getting rid of that garbage.*’ He vowed never to allow himself 
to be taken alive by Israelis, but was ready to stand trial before a 
non-existent “international court." 

The issue, however, is not so much Alois Brunner, but Syria, 
the Soviet Unions close ally. In 1973 Israel would not sit down 
with Syria in the post-Yom Kippur War Geneva Conference so 
long as Damascus refused to release its Israeli PoWs. Similarly, 
any negotiations with Syria should be made conditional on 
President .Assad's extraditing Alois Brunner to whichever 
jurisdiction is willing and entitled to try him.

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THE POLITICAL storm in a teacup 
over showing films on the Sabbath, 
which began at Jerusalem's Beil 
Agron last week, is the latest skir- 
mish in a struggle that, barring un- 
foreseen developments, the secular 
Israelis of Jerusalem have already 
lost to the religious.

Shuafat was important because it 
was Teddy Kollek's only political 
promise. Kollek has represented, 
perhaps more than anyone else, 
a live and let live philosophy. 

In 20 years in office. Kollek has 
known instinctively never to make 
an electoral promise. For reasons 
still unclear but perhaps connected 
to his desire to win Begin over to his 
camp, at least at the municipal level, 
the mayor made the promise about a 
stadium in the late 1960s. It was one 
he came to regret. The Shuafat sta- 
dium battle was the first time the 
secular lost to the religious.

Such' 
scholars were not religiously Ortho- 
dox; nonetheless, they related posi- 
tively to* the significance of the Di- 
vine in Jewish culture. 


WHY, THEN, do we hear intelli- 
gent Jews state that they do not 
believe in God? Perhaps they are 
saying that they do not accept the 
Orthodox notion of Divinity or. they 
do not believe in the God they 
perceived when they were children. 
They have matured, their values are 
more sophisticated and sensitive, 
their responsibilities and life pers- 
pective have broadened - but their 
view of God is still childlike. No 
wonder they do not believe in such a 
divinity. But aren't such individuals 
as rigidly orthodox in their stubborn, 
closed views as ultra-Orthodox Jews 
are in theirs?

JEWISH EDUCATION IN AMERICA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sit, - In their recent exchanges in 
these pages about Jewish education 
in America. Eli Tavin. Samuel 
Schafler and Tzvee Zahavy unfortu- 
nately ignore the reality of inter- 
dependence. They also overlook at 
least three significant issues in their 
rush to condemn one another and 
entire systems of education. 

1. It is important to note that 
Schafler spoke as a private citizen 
despite the title that was used to 
identify him. As the founding chair- 
man of the Bureau Directors' Fel- 
lowship of North America. I assure 
you that the Fellowship has never 
debated the adequacy or the inade- 
quacy of Tavin 's department, much 
less taken a stand on the issue. Some 
Bureau directors may, in the end. 
agree with Schafler; some may not. 

2. Tavin's blanket condemnation 
of all Bureau directors and Bureaus 
of Jewish Education is unfair and 
inconsistent with the good rela- 
tionship he enjoys with many of us. I 
regret that, in his zeal to reply to 
Schafler. Tavin did not present a 
broader - and truer - perspective. 

3. Zahavy ’s “facts” are so far 
from reality that his entire presenta- 
tion becomes a campaign against 
windmills. For example, there are 
not “40 Bureaus of Jewish Educa- 
tion”: nor do they have “a collective 
budget of $40 million” - this despite 
me fact that Zahavy believes they 
“ought to have.” Furthermore, the 
kind's of school Zahavy describes, 
which aims to help students “to feel 
good about their Jewishness,” have 
all but disappeared in most com- 
munities. He describes a tendency 
which reversed itself a decade ago. 
Today, schools demand knowledge 


and excellence - perhaps not yet 
enough of either, but, nevertheless, 
the highest of priorities across North 
America. 

Tavin's department is not called 
upon to save Jewish education in the 
Goia, but it can help. Bureau direc- 
tors are not called upon to establish 
priorities for departments of the 
Jewish Agency, but we can help. We 
are all called upon by the present 
circumstances to define common 
goals and to seek ways to meet these 
ends. The stakes are too high to 
settle for less. In point of fact, this 
very process already exists; it should 
be refined and accelerated. While 
Eli Tavin and I have not always 
agreed with one another, those very 
disagreements have led to a common 
understanding: we need one another 
for the work whose importance 
transcends our agreements and our 
disagreements. 

It is time for us to pursue our 
common agenda with creativity and 
in mutual trust.

Intellectual 
Zionism, represented, for example, 
in the Ahad Ha’am school, accepts a 
historic God who symbolizes the 
dimensions of faith, righteousness 
and redemption in the Jewish tradi- 
tion. This school differentiates be- 
tween Jewish nationalism - which 
requires historic religious symbols, 
including “God,” for its own integri- 
ty - and religious Orthodoxy. 

To attempt to impose a secular 
Judaism on modem Jews who are 
uneducated in the 3,300-year-old 
culture of the Jewish people, ignores 
the historic development of Jewish 
culture - including its halacha which, 
until the Emancipation, some 200 
years ago, was mainly responsible 
for our people's preservation. 

This attempt also robs this culture 
of many of its most meaningful 
religious-national concepts, which 
fortified our people to withstand the 
onslaught of the outside world. 
Among such value concepts are 
God. sanctification of his name (kid- 
dusk Hashem), faith, halacha 
(which, alas, stopped developing 
“naturally” when the jurisdiction of 
Jewish courts was severely restricted 
beginning with the Emancipation 
period), redemption, “chosen- 
ness," etc. 

These concepts are not mono- 
lithic; why, then, should Jews ignore 
or deny them as part of their contem- 
porary Jewish culture? Each person 
may interpret faith in his own way, 
based on his background and needs, 
but can any Jew, especially we in 
Israel, live without faith? Can any 
society - even sports groups - exist 
without its pattern of ‘‘halacha?” 


Charles Hoffman comments:: 

My interview with Dr. Schafler 
followed a lengthy discussion by the 
bureau directors assembled at the 
Conference for Alternatives in Jew- 
ish Education of their relations with 
Dr. Tavin’s department. On the 
basis of this discussion, they decided 
to prepare a position paper summing 
up their criticisms. Hence Dr. Schaf- 
ler was most certainly speaking as a 
representative of the bureau direc- 
tors and not as a “private citizen." 


APPARENTLY, Yehezkel Cohen’s 
principal aim is to rid us of the 
concept of “chosen-ness." Accord- 
ing to him, Zionism seeks “normal- 
cy” for the Jews like that of all other 
nations, and has no particular societ- 
al purpose. Do other peoples debate 
the purpose of their survival, he 
asks, and concludes that it is no more 
important for the Jewish people to 
survive than for other peoples. 

It is unfair (to say the least) to 
ignore the harsh reality of three 
millennia of our people's survival, 
and the motivations for this superhu- 
man effort. It is even more unrealis- 
tic to equate the uncertain status of 
this small, minority nation with the 
relatively unchallenged certainty of 
other established nations in the mod- 
ern world. 
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In a sense, it is 3 territorial toler- 
ance. based on the urban concept so 
appropriate to Jerusalem - the 
neighbourhood. 


haredi and Zionist - have more 
babies than the secular, and it is 
likely that if current population 
trends remain stable, in 25 or 50 
years, the capital will have a haredi 
mayor. 

The second, more profound, 
reason for the religious community's 
success in slowly but apparently irre- 
vocably changing the city’s character 
lies in the very nature of being reli- 
gious as opposed to being secular, 
and in how the two communities 
understand the meaning of com- 
promise, tolerance and getting 
along. 


But for the religious, whether 
haredi, nationalist or merely tradi- 
tional. ultimate religious serenity 
can only come about when all Jews, 
everywhere obey Halacha. 

For the religious, the territorial 
tolerance of the secular is meaning, 
less, in large part because for the 
religious there can be no “ balanc- 
ing" of the cultural values of their 
life-style with the cultural values of a 
secular Israeli, no matter how “cul- 
tured" that secular Israel may be. 

A gallery show, a movie, a con- 
cert. a lecture - all these are. in the 
eyes of the religious, at best enter- 
tainment. and at worst, the deca- 
dence that in their view has contri- 
buted so greatly to the suffering of 
the Jewish people. 

The two communities are on a 
collision course. On one side there 
are the secular, by definition diverse 
and indeed divided in their cultural 
values, who are disorganized and 
unable to counter the religious. 

On the other side are the religious, 
united in their convictions, though 
divided perhaps in terms of the tac- 
tics and strategy to achieve their 
goals. 

It is a struggle that has implications 
for more than Jerusalem. 
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THE CULTURE of our people ex- 
plicitly asks: Why do the Jewish 
prayers include the phrase “the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac and 
the God of Jacob?" Wouldn't it have 
been more concise to proclaim, “the 
God of Abraham. Isaac, and 
Jacob?" The answer is no. Each 
generation must grapple with and 
understand the God concept dif- 
ferently - in accordance with the 
prevalent conditions of its limes. 

Finally, foe Jewish “chosen-ness" 
to which Cohen objects is a red 
herring. Since the Covenant at Sinai, 
foe Jewish people, as a people, com- 
mitted itself to be more ethical, more 
moral, more responsible - that is the 
nature of our “chosen-ness. “ “dif- 
ference/’ “singularity.” Without 
trying to realize this covenantal 
obligation, we will cease being 
“naturally” Jewish. 

The unique historic purpose of the 
small Jewish nation has been to 
manifest and spread the concept of 
life's sanctity - because ail humans 
are created in the Divine image. To 
suggest that the Jewish people limit 
itself to modem “normalcy" as do 
other nations does not only distort 
the authenticity of our millennial 
people hood. It blunts and under- 
mines the sense of national purpose 
and historic destiny which is indis- 
pensable for the perpetuation of our 
beleaguered people in its sovereign 
state.

Dr. Cohen disregards the historic 
reality that the “natural." authentic 
condition of the Jewish people which 
he seeks to restore is anchored in 
religion. He conveniently omits the 
acknowledged fact that the 
monotheistic God concept has been 
the distinctive contribution of our 
people to civilization. Shall we now 
eradicate this unique notion from 
our culture, or its continued reeosr.i- * 
tion from the consciousness of 
humanity, because some Jews have 
derided that they “do not believe in 
the Jewish religion as did ttheirl 
forebears" - as though any thought- 
ful Jews do.
